Didsbury is again the re¬ 
cipient of a provincial grant 
totalling $12,500 which will be 
used to help attract new busi¬ 
ness and industry to town. 

The grant, called the Busi¬ 
ness Initiatives for Alberta 
Communities grant, was an¬ 
nounced last week by Olds/ 
Didsbury MLA Roy Brassard 
and Peter Elzinga, Minister of 
Alberta Economic Develop¬ 
ment and Trade. 

Gary Trippel, Didsbury 
Economic Development Officer 
said the money will be used to 
further town efforts in pro¬ 
moting Didsbury. 

“We are going to use the 
money to design and build a 
display board to use in trade 
shows and the like,” Trippel 
said. "And the remainder will 
be used to aid in business 
expansion and attraction.” 

This is not the first time the 
Town of Didsbury has received 
the Business Initiative for 
Alberta Communities grant. 
Trippel said the town has 
received the grant for at least 


the last three years. 

“Last year we used the 
grant for the Didsbury video we 
created,” he said. “We use it 
quite a bit to send to different 
companies and countries who 
are interested in Didsbury. 

The grant is offered by the 
province to help smaller 
communities develop their 
business and industry base. 
“The purpose of the Business 
Initiatives for Alberta Com¬ 
munities program is to provide 
direct financial assistance on a 
cost shared basis to communi¬ 
ties, enabling them to develop 
and implement strategies and 
activities which enhance local 
business growth and diversify 
the area's economic base,” 
said Elzinga in a press release 
issued last week. 

The grant provides up to 50 
percent of the cost of the 
businesss development plans 
such as the preparation of 
economic development plans, 
specific business research, in¬ 
ventories of business sites and 
development of local business 
and industry support services. 


Accident claims 
one life

Didsbury RCMP are continuing to investigate a tragic car 
accident which claimed the life of a Didsbury man. 

David Morrish, 19, was killed Sunday morning when his 
car was involved in a single vehicle accident 6 km south of 
Didsbury. 

Three passengers in the car, 18-year-old Tyson Van 
Tighem of Didsbury, 20-year-old Cyril Jensen of Didsbury 
and 20-year-old Westley Walroth of Carstairs were taken to 
the Calgary General Hospital from the scene, where they 
remain in critical condition. 

Both Jensen and Walroth were taken to hospital by 
STARS air ambulance. 

Morrish is believed to have been the driver of the car at 
the time of the accident, which occurred at approximately 
3:00 Sunday morning. 

Didsbury RCMP would not comment on the cause of the 
crash.

Koinonia looking for equitable funding

The Koinonia Christian 
School, an independent school 
operating in the County of 
Mountain View, is working to get 
equiptable funding for its stu¬ 
dents 

Gwen Day, the Koinonia 
Choices for Children coordinator, 
said Koinonia administration and 
parents have joined the Associa¬ 
tion of Independent Schools of 
Alberta (AISCA) in an effort to 
lobby for more provincial fund¬ 
ing. 

"The point is not that we 
want to take away money from 
children in the public school 
system," Day said. "It's just that 
we don't know why we can't have 
access to the same funds that 
they receive." 

Currently children who at¬ 
tend independent schools (3 
percent of the total student 
population of Alberta) only 
receive 1 percent of government 
funding allocated to provincial 
schools. According to statistics 
released by the AISCA, students 
in independent schools only 
receive 35 percent' of the funding 
available to students who attend 


public schools. The goal of the 
AISCA is to secure 75 percent of 
that funding for independent 
school children. 

"We as parents realize that 
choosing to educate our children 
away from the public schools 
means we have to pay tuition, but 
if we sent our child to that public 
school, the full amount of funding 
would be available, so that 
money is there," Day said. 

Day said the independent 
schools looking for this funding 
are all provincially accredited and 
follow provincial education stan¬ 
dards. 

"The government said they 
already believe parents should 
have the choice of where to 


educate their children," Day 
added. "So we believe what they 
back verbally, they should back 
financially." 

Day said the AISCA plan to 
lobby for equitable funding does 
not include any adverserial 
tactics, but rather an increase of 
awareness campaign 

"We are planning on meet¬ 
ing with politicians and letting 
them know what is going on 
because it seems a lot of them 
aren't aware," she said. "We 
don't want it to be a war, we 
aren't angry lobbyist by any 
means. And we aren't taking 
money away from anyone. We 
are just hoping that people will 
come to see what's fair."

Alice, my husband's sister, has a disturbing and recurring 
dream. She is walking down a long hallway with a group of friends. 
The friends turn off and Alice is left alone and facing a maze of 
corridors that stretch on into infinity. All of the corridors look 
exactly alike and she has no idea which one to take or which way is 
out. 

Alice is a retired school principal and a world traveller but, like 
me, she has no sense of direction and has to go into every new 
situation with a fair possibility of getting lost. Neither of us can trust 
our instincts to guide us, and I think that may be why she has the 
dream. 

If my husband, or my dad, were at the bottom of a coal mine 
they would know which way was south and where lay the shortest 
route to the surface. If Alice and I were down there, we would 
either sit quietly and wait for help, or wander off haphazardly 
blundering into open shafts and underground pools. It is too horri¬ 
ble to contemplate. I hope I haven't given Alice a new nightmare. 

Getting lost in a maze of hallways is an ongoing thing with me. 
When my mom was in hospital in Red Deer I became disoriented 
and wandered past the same nurses' station about 6 times. The first 
couple of times is no big deal but by the fourth or fifth round the 
nurse on duty is looking at you strangely and the casual smile you 
are affecting has frozen to your face. I got lost in the old CPR station 
in Calgary once. You wouldn't believe the maze of corridors they 
have under there. Someone who worked in the laundry guided me 
back to civilization. I also got lost in the House of Commons. A 
woman from Oregon guessed correctly that I was a tourist and in¬ 
correctly that I knew where I was going and became lost with me. 
My husband rescued us both. 

If Ralph and I are staying at a hotel he has to watch me or I will 
take a wrong turn off the elevator and bumble into a party of 
strangers in the nekt corridor. I love the University of Calgary 
Library but I only go there with my friend Betsy. If I went alone I 
could become hopelessly lost and never be seen again. Sort of, 
"The Phantom of the Library," flitting about among the stacks try¬ 
ing to appear nonchalant and hoping that the staff doesn't notice 
that I have been wearing the same outfit for the last five days. The 
West Edmonton Mall is another killer. I have been there a couple 
of times and I truly hate it. I imagine myself as a lost and lonely bag 
lady wandering between the dolphin pool and Bourbon Street. Oc¬ 
casionally I see someone who looks familiar but I am too embar¬ 
rassed to admit that I have been lost since 1987 and anyway my 
family probably has a new life by now and my return would only 
confuse and upset them. This could be the basis for a new daytime 
soap! 

Last summer my sister-in-law Marie and I made back to back 
appointments with our Calgary opthalmologist. Marie drove of 
course, she has no problem with her directions. The op¬ 
thalmologist had moved since Marie's last visit but Ralph and I had 
been to his new office so I did know what part of town he was in. 
We parked the car and began walking. The route did not seem 
familiar but I thought maybe Marie knew a shortcut. We walked for 
quite a long time. By now even the area seemed unfamiliar. "What 
is that building?" I asked her. Marie stopped walking. "It's Mewata 
Armories, do you know where you are going?" "Well no," I admit¬ 
ted, "I thought I was following you." Fortunately it was a nice day 
and we were early for our appointments. 

The family worried when Alice and I went to London together 
but maybe we had an advantage. Tourists in England are some¬ 
times injured because they expect traffic to move the same way it 
does at home. Since we had no idea which way we were going we 
expected nothing. We were occasionally lost, but people were 
happy to help us and we had lovely conversations with people and 
saw things that we may not have seen if we had always been able 
to follow a plan. 

Alice and I will continue to bumble along relying on friends 
and family for guidance and the next time we go to the eye doctor, 
Marie will know better than to let me lead.

Town council notes

Didsbury town council has 
tabled a motion to rezone land 
which once housed the K insmen 
indoor swimming pool. 

Council voted to table the 
motion after a public hearing on 
the proposed rezoning held last 
Tuesday. 

About 20 people showed up 
for the hearing, most to voice 
their opposition to development 
on the land, which has been 
proposed by council. 

The land was made vacant 
this fall when the pool was torn 
down due to structural concerns. 

Those opposed to residential 
development on the land have 
requested the land be turned into 
a central park area and have 
suggested that it would be an 
ideal location for the Legion's 
memorial cenotaph. 

But not all in attendance at 
the public hearing were opposed 
to development of the land Some 
residents of the area said they 
wouldn't mind if homes were 
built on the lots 

"Personally, I believe there 
is enough green space in that 
area," said Mike Hofforth. "And 
we could darn well use the 
revenue and the tax base for the 
good of the town We have to do 
what's practical " 

Council passed the by-law to 
the Recreation Board for a 
recommendation on the develop¬ 
ment of a park on the land. They 
also suggested the land could be 
sold with a caveat stating only 
single family homes would be 
built there. 

Didsbury town council may 
be taking on the job of finishing 
the front of the E Idon Foote Hall. 

The idea of finishing the 
curb, gutters and sidewalks on 
the land in front of the hall has 
been passed on to the town's 
Finance and Personnel commit¬ 
tee for consideration in the 1993 
town budget. 

The hall, a converted CP Rail 
station, has been a point of 


controversy over the past year 
because of the state of the land in 
front of the hall Landscaping and 
other site finishing work has not 
been completed, creating a mess 
that councillors and residents 
have complained about 
* * * 

A by-law is currently on the 
draft table to allow Didsbury 
residents to pay their taxes 
monthly. 

Councillor Gayle Veno told 
council the by-law would hope¬ 
fully be ready in time to allow 
monthly tax payments to start in 
J anuary 

Under the by-law, residents 
would be able to pay propeity 
taxes due to the town in J uly on a 
monthly basis, beginning the 
January before taxes are due 
Town administration believes the 
monthly payment plan will help 
residents currently strapped by 
the one time payment plan 

"We will try it and see if 
people like it," said Veno. "If not 
then we will review it again." 

Town council is proceeding 
with the purchase of a new 
tanker for the Didsbury Fire 
Department in confidence they 
will receive some money to cover 
the cost from the Rural Fire 
Protection Association. 


Councillor Rod Collinge said 
the Association has yet to 
officially decide on a donation to 
the town for the tanker, but a 
meeting with members of the 
group convinced him that they 
should receive some amount 
towards the tanker purchase 

The new tanker, used mostly 
for transporting water to rural 
fires, will cost approximately 
$124,000 The department's old 
tanker, which fire department 
officials say does not meet their 
needs any longer, will be sold to a 
smaller fire fighting agency 

But while council was 
assured some money would be 
forthcoming from the Rural Fire 
Protection Association, they were 
also told a new agreement on fire 
protection for the rural area 
should be worked out. 

"Some members feel they 
are already paying for the service 
and don't feel they should have to 
pay for these extra [capitol] 
costs," Collinge said "It may be 
that we should work out a new 
agreement with them as a 
result " 

The multi-purpose room in 
the Memorial Arena is under 
investigation by council to see if 
upgrades to the facility are 
necessary.

Councillor Dan Peters said 
he has been receiving a number 
of complaints about the room, 
especially regarding the kitchen, 
sound system and general 
appearance 

"I think we should be 
looking to upgrade so we can 
compete with other facilities out 
of town," Peters said "Other¬ 
wise we will just loose the 
business." 

Council has voted to look 
into amalgamating fees they 
charge for each meeting 

Concerns had been raised by 
some councillors over the flat rate 
they charge to attend council 
meetings and other committee 
meetings. 

"We have some meetings 
that only last an hour and a half," 
said Mayor Ray Lea. "I just don't 
have the heart to charge for 
that " 

Under current by-law, each 
councillor can charge a $75 flat 


rate for each meeting they 
attend, regardless of the length 
of the meeting. Some councillors 
had suggested the fee either be 
pro-rated or given only for 
specific time periods 

"I also don't feel it's fair to 
charge for every meeting you go 
to," said Councillor Ed Vermunt. 
"You can go to 4 meetings a day 
if you wanted." 

But not all councillors felt 
they should sacrifice their fees 
for meetings. Councillor Rod 
Collinge said he did not feel 
guilty for charging each time he 
attends a meeting 

"If I'm taking time off 
[work] to come in to a meeting, 
even if it's only a half hour, I 
have to take 2 to 3 hours off 
work," he said "I feel the town 
should be paying for these 
expenses. I have kids to put 
through school." 

Council voted to have the fee 
rate researched for recommenda¬ 
tions on changing the policy

Tougher Parole Laws

New parole laws came into 
force on November 1, 1992. The 
Correction and Conditional Re¬ 
lease Act tightens eligibility for 
parole, makes the parole process 
more open and accountable, and 
gives victims more input in 
parole decisions. 

Under the new law 

1. Victims can attend a 
parole hearing at the discretion of 
the Parole Board, 

2. Victims can obtain infor¬ 
mation on an offender's prison 
and parole status, 

3. Information from victims 
can be considered at a parole 
hearing, 

4 J udges can delay full 
parole for violent offenders to Vi 
of their sentence (from the earlier 
Vi), 

5 Sexual offences against 
children and serious drug of¬ 
fences have been added to 
murder as crimes for which 
offenders can be kept in jail for 
their entire sentence. 

Public safety is now the first 
consideration in all decisions 
relating to the treatment and 
release of inmates. The guiding 
principle, "protection of people 
comes first," is written right into 
the new Act. We are trying to 
find ways to insure high-risk 
violent and sexual offenders are 
kept off our streets 

The Solicitor General is 
reviewing a number of options to 
modify the law further We would 
welcome your suggestions.

other ways. This usually means 
small claims court, which in turn 
can mean a long delay and an 
untold amount of money and 
effort. As such, consumers are 
demanding new ways to deal with 
complaints. 

In order to address this 
problem the Honourable Dennis 
Anderson, Minister of Consumer 
and Corporate Affairs, has 
unveiled a plan that should result 
in quick and inexpensive resolu¬ 
tions to marketplace disputes. 
The plan, called Access to 
Justice, will encourage consum¬ 
ers to take their grievances to a 
mediation and arbitration pro¬ 
cess. This will allow parties to 
solve problems without going to 
court Rather, businesses and 
consumers can work together in 
order to reach a solution This 
has the added benefit of freeing 
the province's small claims 
courts to handle the more 
complex issues. 

One of the most positive 
aspects of arbitration and media¬ 
tion is that it is much less 
intimidating to potential com¬ 


plainants. Many people will not 
press complaints because of the 
cost and inconvenience of pur¬ 
suing them through an at-times 
rigid legal system Mediation 
also prevents consumers from 
having to pay a lawyer to argue a 
case, and allows the individual to 
play a greater role in the 
settlement process. 

The Department of Consum¬ 
er and Corporate Affairs will 
work closely with others in 
developing mediation and arbi¬ 
tration programs. There are 
already a number of successful 
programs in operation, including 
those of the Better Business 
Bureau and the Landlord and 
Tenant Advisory Boards 
Through Access to J ustice, the 
initiation and expansion of such 
programs will be encouraged, 
and this can only benefit all those 
involved 

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs challenges all Alberta 
businesses and consumers to 
take the next step and assist in 
promoting and developing medi¬ 
ation arbitration programs. The

Food Cuide is a sheet of paper 
with the four food groups and a 
sun in the middle. The "sun” 
version of the Canada's Food 
Cuide was developed in 1973 and 
revised in 1983 And now the 
Food Cuide is moving into the 
1990's by taking a new rainbow 
look Nutrition recommendations 
have changed to keep up with the 
last 20 years of research and now 
the Food Guide has received it's 
updating. So what is new about 
the Food Guide? The Canada's 
Food Cuide for Healthy Eating 
has changed from a focus of 
preventing protein, vitamin and 
mineral deficiencies to the total 
diet approach. We need only 
consult one set of guidelines to 
help us decide on which healthy 
foods to prevent deficiencies, and 
lower risks for heart disease, 
cancer and osteoporosis The 
Food Cuide has taken all the 
common nutrition problems into 
consideration 

There is more emphasis on 
the starchy food choices from the 
Crains, Vegetables and Fruit 
groups. The numbers of servings 
have increased to a minimum of 5 
servings for both groups Starch¬ 
es, especially ones with fibre, 
help us to feel fuller, eat less fat, 
and lower risks for heart disease 
and cancer 

Lower fat choices are in¬ 
cluded in the Food Guide for the 
first time as pictures and as the 
statements: 

"Choose lower fat foods 
more often" 

"Choose lower fat milk 
products more often" and 

"Choose leaner meats, poul¬ 
try and fish, as well as dried 
peas, beans and lentils more 
often/' 

The number and size of 
servings have changed for Meat 
and Alternatives The old Food 
Cuide recommended 4 - 6 oz 


(120 - 180g) per day. The 
Rainbow Guide recommends a 
range of 3 oz (lOOg) to 10 oz 
(300 g). The range in serving 
sizes and number of servings 
helps all Canadians choose 
appropriate amounts for their 
activity levels and iron needs. 

Another change is that the 
Canada's Food Guide for Healthy 
Eating is only for people 4 years

Olympic gold medalist delivers winning messages

On December 2, Mark 
Tewksbury spoke to students at 
Deer Meadow Middle School, 
Olds High School and Olds 
College about what hard work 
and dedication can accomplish. 
Tewksbury, now 24, spent 16 
years training and competing 
before realizing his dream of 
winning a gold medal in the 100 
meter backstroke event in Barce¬ 
lona, Spain. 

"I started swimming when I 
was 8 years old in Calgary,” 
Tewksbury began, ”1 really 
started because I watched the '76 
Olympics in Montreal, and I 
thought it would be really cool to 
represent Canada one day at the 
Olympics. I had really romanti¬ 
cized the Olympics from the time 
I was a little kid But I had no 
idea how hard it would be or how 
long it would take to make the 
Olympic team " 

After reaching world level 
competition, elements as simple 
as weather played an integral 
part in his success. 

"I'm one of these crazy 
people that likes dark cloudy 
weather,” Tewksbury said, "es¬ 
pecially when I swim, so the 
sun's not in my face. I remember 
waking up [the morning of his 
gold medal win] and I opened the 
curtains. Every day had been hot 
and sunny, but that day it was 
dark and cloudy, and I went 'All 
right!' ” 

He had done everything 
during training he could to 
prepare physically for the games. 
Once at the Olympic games he 
concentrated on remaining fo¬ 
cused and calm "There was a 
little tent set up below the 
stands With 25 minutes to go an 
announcement was made that the 
K ing and Queen of Spain were 
there to watch the 100 meter 
backstroke. Talk about pressure! 
And we were literally right below 
5,000 people. We didn't know 
what was going on up in the 
stadium, but you could hear this 
noise travelling Every 30 or 40 
seconds you'd hear [a roar]. 
What was happening was right 
above us, they were doing the 
wave We were already nervous 
and there were 5,000 people right 


above us shaking these portable 
stands It was a very tense 
moment, more tense than I've 
ever had in 8 years of 
international competition I de¬ 
cided i needed to relax, and the 
on I’, way for me to relax is to sort 
of take control. I looked at [my 
competitors] and I told the 
stupidest joke in the world. I 
said, 'There's my grandma 
leading the cheers again, ha, ha, 
ha.' I was killing myself, right? 
No one laughed. They all just 
looked at me, like, 'What an 
idiot!' But it really relaxed me, 
and it made me feel in control.” 

Minutes before the 100 
meter backstroke started, the 
swimmers gathered below the 
stands could hear a medal 
ceremony in progress for an 
event that had been won by an 
American Tewksbury related an 
amusing account of what follow¬ 
ed: " I've got this really bad habit 
of singing the last song I hear 
when swimming I knew I'd be 
hearing the American national 
anthem No disrespect intended, 
but I thought it would be a really 
bad omen to be singing the 
American national anthem while 
I was doing the backstroke. You 
don't have to stand in the Ready 
Room, but the two Americans [in 
the 100 meter backstroke] stood 
up as their anthem played I sat 
in the corner, and very quietly, so 
no one saw me, I plugged my 
ears and sort of [hummed] so I 
wouldn't hear it. I didn't do it out 
of disrespect, I just needed to 
focus—not on an American 
win-but on a little Canadian. So, 

I uncovered my ears when it was 
over and looked over and there

were the two Americans glaring 
at me!” 

Years of preparation were 
almost undone by one small 
oversight that almost destroyed 
Tewksbury's chances at a medal 
before he even entered the pool 
"After they'd introduced some of 
the people, I took off my track 
suit and just sat waiting. It is 
illegal to wear sponsorship 
material at the Olympics." 
Focused intently on the upcom¬ 
ing match, Tewksbury forgot 
he'd picked up his "good luck” 
Coca Cola towel, which he'd 
wrapped around his shoulders. 
"Had I stood up," Tewksbury 
noted, "and showed the word 
'Coke' to the television camera I 
probably would have been 
disqualified before the race even 
started. I totally forgot I had it 
on. It just goes to show that a 
really small detail that you 
overlook can cost you every¬ 
thing.” 

Once the race was under 
way, Tewksbury found himself 
battling to catch up to the 
favorites. In the closing seconds 
he realized he'd pulled even with 
the top ranked American swim¬ 
mer The last two strokes would 
decide the outcome. He threw 
back his hand to make contact 
with the device that triggered the 
clock It was so close even he 
didn't know who'd won. He 
looked at the scoreboard and 
waited. The name "Tewksbury” 
flashed first and his immediate 
reaction was shock: 'Oh my God, 

I won the Olympics!' 

Before he had a chance to 
digest his victory a British 
camera crew descended to get his 


response to suddenly becoming a 
world champion. 

I reaily couldn't speak. My 
team manager was there and she 
was [crying]." Still out of breath 
and dazed by his triumph he 
made his way to the podium 
"They put [the gold medal] over 
my head and they played the 
Canadian national anthem.” 

Tewksbury generated a 
laugh with a baseball reference: 


"I looked up and they raised the 
big Canadian flag, the RIGHT 
way! It was great.” 

"You can do whatever you 
want to do,” Tewksbury declar¬ 
ed, "you've got to find some¬ 
thing you love to do, and work 
really hard for it. I'm really, 
really lucky, because at 24 years 
old I've learned never to give up, 
because you know what? Dreams 
come true."

Gun owners . . . take heed

On J uly 27, 1992 K im 

Campbell, Attorney General of 
Canada, announced enhanced 
regulations and various provi¬ 
sions of the firearms control 
legislation (C-17) would come 
into force August 1, 1992. As 
well, six Orders in Council, most 
coming into force on October 1, 
1992 would prohibit or restrict 
various weapons ammunition, 
accessories and components 

Sgt. McGhie, of the Sundre, 
RCMP Detachment, said with the 
new regulations better gun safety 
will ensue. He said that all 
weapons of a paramilitary nature 
are on the prohibited list. Some 
of the paramilitary items men¬ 
tioned were combat shotguns. 


sniper rifles, assault pistols, cop 
killer armour-piercing bullets, 
explosive and incendiary cart¬ 
ridges. Sgt. McGhie said that a 
list of semi-automatic assault 
rifles and similar firearms, 
received restricted weapon sta¬ 
tus. These must be registered 
with the RCMP and bans their 
use for hunting but allows the 
owners to retain and transfer the 
weapons. 

He said that on January 1, 
1993 other regulations will come 
into force dealing with magazine 
capacity limits, obtaining a 
Firearm Acquisition Certificate 
(FAC) and the safe storage, 
handling and transportation of 
firearms. The gradual phase in of 
regulations, he said, will allow 


80% from the lottery fund and 
20% from the corporate sector.

those who own and use firearms 
to comply with the law. It will 
also give industry time to adjust 
to the demand for items such as 
safe storage devices and maga¬ 
zines that will be needed to 
comply with the law. 

New offenses and sentences 
under the criminal code have 
been added said Sgt. McGhie. 
Converting firearms to fully 
automatic nets up to 5 years 
Possession of prohibited weapon 
gets from 5 to 10 years. 
Importing, buying or selling 
prohibited weapons can carry 5 to 
10 years. October 1, 1992 was the 
last day for owners to register as 
genuine gun collectors in order to 
keep their converted fully-auto- 
matic firearms. 


Sgt. McGhie also said the 
minimum age to acquire firearms 
permits (FAC) has been raised 
from 16 to 18 and minor's permits 
from 12 to 18. 

Safety in storage, handling 
and transportation has also been 
made a part of the regulations 
said Sgt McGhie All firearms 
must be stored unloaded and 
separate from ammunition. 
Handguns must be kept in a 
secure container and protected 
by a locking devise. A person 
may load a firearm only in a place 
where it may be lawfully 
discharged If a firearm is being 
transported in a vehicle, it must 
be kept unloaded and out of 
sight. The usual mode of 
carrying a rifle in a truck 


mounted gun rack is now illegal. 
Sgt. McGhie said he would hand 
out warnings on the first offence 
of this infraction, the second will 
bring a penalty. 

In July of 1993 a "Firearm 
Safety Education Program" will 
be phased be said Sgt McGhie 
FAC applicants will have to 
present evidence that they have 
successfully completed a course/ 
test in safe handling, use and 
knowledge of laws relating to 
firearms. 

This is a brief outline of the 
new firearm control legislation, 
said Sgt. McGhie, for more 
detailed and specific clarification 
please contact the appropriate 
authorities.

A sense of security is also a 
benefit, "should this plant be 
sold we have the security of 
having the union as part of the 
package," says Jeske The sale 
of the plant is not an immediate 
concern as far as he's aware but 
the instability in the industry 
gives no guarantees.

cooperative efforts between 
Greyhound Lines of Canada, 
Alberta Transportation and Utili¬ 
ties, Transport Canada, The Red 
Deer Action Group for the 
Physically Disabled, The Calgary 
Handi-Bus Association, and the 
Edmonton Disabled Adult Trans¬ 
it System. You may get more 
information about the new 
service, by contacting your local 
Greyhound representative. 


Accessible intercity travel 
between Edmonton, Red Deer 
and Calgary for the disabled 
received a tremendous boost 
December 1, 1992 when Grey¬ 
hound introduced regular service 
for a wheelchair accessible bus as 
part of its ongoing commitment 
to provide barrier-free transpor¬ 
tation to Canadians. 

The daily service, to include 
at least one trip in each direction, 
was introduced as a one-year 
pilot project and supplements the 
service already available on 
conventional buses. It will be 
carefully evaluated throughout 
the period to determine the 
viability of continuing and/or 
expanding the service compared 
to other alternatives. 

On regular buses, wheel¬ 
chair users have their wheelchair 
stored and are lifted into the bus 
and onto a seat On conventional 
buses, a wheelchair user usually 
travels with an attendant who is 
provided a free ticket 

Unique design and engineer¬ 
ing features of the new 44-pas¬ 
senger prototype bus make it 
more convenient and easier for 
disabled passengers to travel 
independently. Designed by 
Motorcoach Industries of Winni¬ 
peg, it has two spots reserved for 
people in wheelchairs, and offers 
a fully accessible washroom 

Wheelchair users board us¬ 
ing an automated lift, large 
enough to accommodate electric 
or manual wheelchairs, enabling 
passengers to stay in their chairs 
for the duration of trip The fully 
accessible washroom allows 
wheelchairs to make a full 360 
degree turn.

At present, 
the Honourable Roy Brassard, M.L.A. is the ap¬ 
pointed Provincial Representative. 

The role of the Nominating Committee is to 
recommend, for membership on the Didsbury Hous¬ 
ing Authority Board, public-minded citizens who will 
work with Alberta Municipal Affairs Housing Divi¬ 
sions in ensuring the successful operation of the 
Housing Authority. 

The liaison link between the Provincial Minister, 
the Housing Divisions, the Nominating Committee 
and the Authority is the Manager of Program Co- 
Ordination, who maintains the master files for all 
authorities and who initiates the documentation in 
connection with authority appointments. When a 
term expires, or when a vacancy occurs for some 
other reason, the Manager of Program Co-Ordination 
requests the Provincial Representative to have the 
Nominating Committee consider extending a term or 
recommending a new member. The Committee re¬ 
commendations are communicated to the Manager 
of Program Co-Ordination who then prepares the 
necessary documents for the Provincial Minister’s 
approval. 

The involvement of the Nominating Committee 
is limited to finding new members for the Didsbury 
Housing Authority and, when a term expires, con¬ 
firming whether the member wishes to serve 
another term. The Nominating Committee does not 
become involved with the operation of the Didsbury 
Housing Authority.

controlled through a quota 
system enforced through the 
Alberta Turkey Growers Market¬ 
ing Board." 

While Keys is presently 
awaiting fresh stock from Lily- 
dale Hatcheries up in Edmonton 
where he receives his stock, it 
won't be too long before he is 
ready to start raising another 
fresh batch of one-day-olds. 

Once they arrive, there is a 
rigid pre-determined feeding 
schedule that must be followed 
by Keys in order to produce the 
best flock possible "You can buy 
your feed pre-mixed from Cal¬ 
gary or locally but either way, 
you have to be certain that each 
bird is receiving the proper 
amount of daily nutrition when 
they are young." 

Keys explains that as the 
birds grow, they are gradually 
fed specifically blended feed to 
promote less activity so the birds 
gain weight more quickly. 
"There's quite a science to it 
really . . . says Keys "You 
can't just feed them anything to 
promote the kind of quality 
weight gain you're looking for It 
can get costly, but everything has 
to go according to your plan so 
that you can meet your growth 
requirements." 

Feed is not the only element 
of being a turkey producer that 
can become expensive. Keys says 
you must have proper buildings 
to shelter the birds and heaters to 
keep them warm from the, often
